dent in the present strike the St. Louis 
Gtobe Democrat says: 


It is because the processes of the Fed- 


eral courts can not be executed through 
the usual means that Federal soldiers 
have been sent to the scene. The au- 
thority represented by the president has 
been obstructed and defied, and his duty 
requires him to make it effective as soon 
as possible. It is not his business to 
wait for the local officers to settle the 
disturbance and remove the danger. 
He is sworn to enforce Federal laws, to 
protect Federal property, and to defend 
federal rights. The progress of the 
mails is impeded, and freedom of travel 
and commerce between the States is 
suspended. This constitutes a situa- 
tion 
which 
demands prompt and 


cisive 
action 
at 
his 
hands. 
He 


has 
no choice 
in 
the 
case 
if 


he proposes to observe the obligations 
of his office. There is no room for dis- 
cussion and no excuse for delay under 
huch circumstances. President Cleve- 
land could not honorably decline or 
neglect to interfere where the necessity 
is so plain and so uigent. 
His course 


will be indorsed by good citizens of all 
parties, because it is in the line of legal 
and praiseworthy regard for the inter- 
ests of the country and for the dignity 
and potency of the Government of the 
United States. If he had chosen the 
policy of forbearance and procrastination 
he would have been guilty of encourag- 
ing law lessness and defiance of Federal 
authority, and that would have exposed 
him to general scorn and reproach. 


The Present Trouble. 


E. V. Debs, who ordered the present 


railroad strike, so far as it relates to 
sympathy, has been indicted by a Fed- 
eral grand jury and released on $10i800 
bail. This settles one thing, namely, 
that the general government proposes to 
prosecute him for violation of the Fed- 
eral statutes. 


One of Mr. Debs' leading lieutenants, 


in St. Louis in an interview Monday, 
said that the interference of the Federal 
government in thejrtrike is an element 
that was not taken into account when 
the sympathetic strike was ordered. 
These facts, taken together, show that 
he is an unsafe leader and that it is un- 
fortunate tor those who have consented 
to place themselves under his power in 
the new order he represents. A safe 
leader would have fully counted the cost 
and the probabilities before committing 
innocent men to his plans.

Gardens and pastures, except where 


rain fell, are generally reported in fair 
condition. 


Stock water is getting scarce. 
Hay-making still continues, and the 


crop is being secured in good condition. 
A general rain would be of great bene6t 
to all vegetation.

It in impossible to get a clear anfl ac 


curate idea of the financial administra- 
tion of American railroad lines. Many 
of the frreat companies present the ap- 
pearance of a real ehaos. of a labyrinth 
in which it is almost impossible to find 
one's way. This is due to various 
causes, not to »efer to the desire which 
the managers of a company may have 
to keep out the light. Many compa- 
nies do not confine themselves to trans- 
portation; they possess mines, they 
make a commission in merchandise. 
they construct and operate elevators, 
they operate canals, they are proprie- 
tors or lessees of distant lines; more- 
over, » portion of the freight has been 
•conceded to special companies, who pay 
toll, who lend rolling stock to the com- 
*pany, and this company is a stockholder 
in these subdiary enterprises. Add to 
this that the stations are the common 
property of several railway companies, 
or belong to a particular company. Un- 
der these conditions it is easy to see 
how complicated the accounts must be. 
The consequence is that the capital in- 
tested changes incessantly, and that it 
includes a thousand diverse things. 
Most of the companies declare them- 
scOres unable to state even approxi- 
mately the sum of their real expenses.

The manifesto was couched in some- 


what qualified- terms, for while im one 
portion it appealed to the order, at, 
though'ite executive officer was at the 
moment of waiting a little doubtful of 
his ground or the scope of his author- 
ity, it later on specifically requested 
the membership not to return to their 
usual avocations until a settlement of 
the pending trouble had been made 
known through 
authentic 
sources 


This order, m request, or whatever it 
might properly be designated, was 
wired at once to the officers of every 
district 
assembly 
throughout 
the 


country with instructions looking to 
its immediate transmijsion to the ex- 
ecutive heads Of each local assembly. 


The organization of the kniprhts and 


its means of communicating with the 
individual membership is so perfect 
that it was the opinion at headquarters 
thatievery Knight of Labor in the land 
woifld be made acquainted with the 
•ultimatum by toe midnight hour. 


iMstriet Assembly 24, representing 


every Jocal assembly in Chicago and 
sttrrounamg towns, was the first to re- 
fiptmd to the executive appeal, and this 
evening, by formal resolution, it .de- 
clared it to-be the fluty of all members 
within its Jurisdiction to carry out the 
suggestions it contained, and at the 
same tame detlarekl that during the 
crisis It was the fluty of all members 
of the order to srefrain from congre- 
gating m crowds upon the street, and 
to use every endeavor to maintain 
peace and order in the community. 


Aronnd the town the news of the ar- 


rest, while it intensified the strained 
feeling already referred to. failed to 
produce any pronounced manifesta- 
tions either of approal or indignation. 
People who had been assuring one an- 
other that the arrest of Mr. ttebs would 
be the signal for a movement by the 
masses upon the buildhig in which he 
might be temporarily confined, proved 
themselves false prophets, for although 
the announcement of the arrests was 
spread broadcast by word-of-mouth 
and through the extras of evening 
papers the interior and surroundings 
of the government buiWing presented 
an appearance little different to that 
of the usual rush and bustle that char- 
acterizes the hour preceding the clos- 
ing of out-of-town mails. Probably 
not 100 people were attracted to the 
building by the news, and these came 
more as curiosity-seekers than imbued 
with a desire to wreak vengeance by 
lifting the toppling old ruin from its 
shaky foundations. 


The arrested men took the situation 


in a nonchalant mood. No glittering 
steel bayonets or tramp of military 
forces marked' their progress to the 
.government building, nor were any 
tandcuffs brought into requisition. 
They came like free citizens, joked and 
laughed and enjoyed the hospitality of 
the district attorneyVoffice while wait- 
ing for bail; put their signatures to the 
bonds as a matter of personal recog- 
nizance and then retained to their 
headquarters to resume work that had 
been temporarily interrupted. Their 
reappearance was the signal for en- 
thusiastic cheers and greetings from 
the crowd in waiting, and which in the 
meantime bad been venting its fury 
over the arrests by denouncing the ac- 
tion of the government and hurling 
down maledictions upon the heads of 
those of the federal officers responsible 
for the proceedings.

selves, ,was gradually but surely right- 
ing itself of its own accord, but this in- 
ference wa's materially modified by the 
official statement made to the United 
Press to-day, that while the general 
managers have a sufficient number of 
new men to resume operations in all 
departments, they are nevertheless de- 
pendent upon the military to secure 
protection for what outgoing trains are 
heing dispatched and incoming ones 
received, and that, wfth the present 
rate <# mob law, things would be worse 
tfesn ever were the protection of the 
teoaps-withdrawn.

ness of the railroad corporations, a

No •official proclamations were is^ned | 


during the day from army headquar- 
ters an the "Pullman building. 


AVGen. TSiiles' office to-night the sit- 


nation from the army standpoint was 
characterized as ono of absolute secur- 
itv. In the opinion of the general and 
lite-cabinet the force of regulars on the 
scene is-sufficient to cope with trouble 
of anv dimensions, without taking 
into account the co-operatioit of the 
5,000 members of-the militia and of the 
small army of Utited States deputy 
marshals and other police officers. 


In a nutshell the department of the 


Missouri, while not looking for trouble, 
is amply prepared for it. 
All the 


troops are mobilized on the lake front 
within a stone's throw. from army 
headquarters, and can be brought into 
action within fifteen minutes. The 
military guards at the post-office and 
subtreasury as well as at the custom- 
house were materially strengthened to- 
day, not as a matter of necessity but 
simply as a wise precaution. A special 
force of 250 United States deputy mar- 
shals was also sworn in to-night to 
guard the northern, eastern and south- 
ern approaches to the post office build- 
ing in which €he vaults of the sub- 
treasury are located. The military are 
"encamped on'the grass plot on'tlie west 
side of the structure 


The authorities have not the slight- 


est iaea that the strikers contemplate 
a raifl upon the vaults, no anarchistic 
threats of thie nature having been 
made, but they are fearful of the con- 
gregation of a mob of unemployed 
hoodlums, and of the thousands of the 
tough element of the equally tough 
levee, less than » couple of stones' 
tihrow distant, and which might'make 
trouble about the building before an 
adequate force for its dispersion could 
be got together. 


The absolute and unqualified refusal 


of George M. Pullman to submit to a 
committee, to he composed m part of 
judges of the circuit court, the ques- 
tion whether or not there was any- 
thing in the dispute with his ex-em- 
ployes that was worthy of being sub- 
mitted to arbitration has caused the in- 
tense feeling manifested toward the 
magnate to spread to tens of thou- 
sands ot people who hitherto have 
either kept in the middle line or have 
been outspoken m their advocacy of 
PiillmanS position. 


The report was current to-night that 


the directors of the Pullman company 
who "umprise Marshall Field, John \V. 
Doar , Norman Williams and (). S. A. 
Spr;1 tie oi this city, with Henry C. 
Hobar'«, of New York, and Henry R. 
Reed, of Boston, are on the brink of 
revolt over the dictatorial policy of the 
president, and that many of the largj 
est among the 3,000 stockholders are 
feeling the same way. 


A very close friend of Mr Pullman 


is quoted as saying that his present 
holdings in the company aggregate less 
than ,?->00,000 out of a total capital 
stock of 930.000,000, or at present Wall 
street valuation of ¥53,000,000. The an- 
nual meeting- of the stockholders is 
but three weeks off, and it is said that 
a number of large and small holders 
have combined and are in communica- 
tion with the great body of their as- 
sociates for the purpose of bringing 
about a change in the head of the cor- 
poration solely in order to protect the 
future of this great property interest.

ternoon at 4 o'clock for the purpose ol 
receiving a report from the committees. 
It was decided to then issue the call 
for a general strike; but the action of 
the mayor and others in attempting to 
secure a committee of prominent busi- 
nest men and citizens to effect some 
sort of an agreement whereby the strike 
in general might be avoided delayed 
the call. 


Mayor Hopkins, acting upon the sug- 


gestion of citUens, had appointed a 
committee of three, consisting of Judge 
M. F. Tnley, Willis J. Abbott, editor- 
in-chief of the Times, and City Comp- 
troller Ackennan, to select a commit- 
tee of twenty-five to call upon the Pull- 
man company for a more amicable 
policy. The meeting was prolonged 
until after a o'clock, the hour set by 
the joint meeting of the trades, and 
the efforts to avert the strike were 
fruitless. 


Chairman Kidd and Secretary Mc- 


Cormick, of the joint trades meeting, 
delayed the issuing of the call until 6 
o'clock, but at that hour met with the 
committee of seven selected to try to 
induce the Pullman people to arbitrate 
and concluded to issue the call. 


The call was issued, and reads to the 


effect that, acting upon the unanimous 
vote of the joint conference Sunday 
night, a general call on all labor in 
the city of Chicago to unite in a sym- 
pathetic strike and to quit work at once 
in a uniform movement at assist the 
American Railway union by remaining 
out until the Pullman boycott was set- 
tled. Before the call was issued fully 
thirty unions had given notice that 
they would strike.
